Uraemic poisoning caused the death 
Saturday afternoon at 2:45 o’clock of 
Charles William Sheads, veteran of 
the Civil W ar and life long r e s e n t , 
of G ettysburg, 
at his home 
on East 
Middle street. 
Mr. Sheads had been 
ill for five months but his condition 
became serious only a week ago. 
He 
was 77 years of ag*-. 
Mi. Sheads was born in Gettysburg 
and received his early education in the i 
schools of the town. 
Although only; 
seventeen years of age when Abraham 
Lincoln called fo r volunteers in 1801, 
he enlisted and served in the Union 
arm y with distinction until the close 
of the w ar. 
Upon his return to Get­ 
tysburg in 1865 he learned the trade 
of brick laying and stone masonry and 
followed th a t trade most of his life. 
On September 2, 1861, Charles W 
Sheads joined Company F, 87th Penn- 
Sylvania Volunteers and served nearly 
throe years with that unit. 
He was 
mustered out of the service and imme­ 
diately 
re-enlisted 
as a private 
in 
Company A, 16th Regiment Veterans 
Reserve Corps, February 3, 1864. Ile 
served with this corps until July 13, 
1865 when he was honorably dtM-harg* 
ed. 
He was then only tw enty years- 
vt age. 
He wa* severely 
wounded ir. 
Un- 
battle of Monacy, July Ii, 1864, when 
hr received a gun shot wound in the 
f^cc. 
While in the midst of the fray. 
a bullet struck the rifle barrel of Mr. 
Sheads* 
weapon and 
glanced down­ 
ward, striking the young soldier in tike 
face. 
He carried the scar of this bat­ 
tle to hit grave 
M r. Rhoads served in twenty eiffht 
engagem ents, chief among which were 
The Wilderness, Petersburg, S po tiny I.
